Anderson has Iteen named by ev- 


ery witness and by Hanee as 
the 


murderer, while Charles "One Arm" 
Wolfe, held in jail here, was named 
only by Hance in his dying state- 
ment to Marshall Hnoher of Middle- 
town. 


11 is expected that Wolfe will 
be 


held for grand jury action and that 
a formal charge of murder will 
be 


placed against him. 


Attorneys for Wolfe today were 


saying that he was not their client, 
but Bis Turk, another of Chapman's 
confederates, \vho was with 
Ander- 


son on the country road Friday af- 
ternoon. This however, is denied by 
Mnneie police officers who claim they 
have evidence to 
show 
that 
the 


Muncie man and Anderson were to- 
gether during the afternoon. 


Chief of Police Randolph denied 


this morning that he believed Ander- 
son to lie on his way to Florida and 
that it is his opinion that the mur- 
derers may 
yet 
be in 
Delaware 


county. 


It was thought the inquest would 


)?e completed by early afternoon and 
that .1-formal verdict would be made 
by Coroner Kilgofc, 
recommending 


action by the grand jurors. 


Baffled at every turn, Mimeie po- 


lice today apparently had made no 
definite progress toward picking up 
the Trail of Anderson.

This is the verdict of science, ac- 


cording to Al'bert Edward Wiggam 
noted writer on scientific 
subjects, 


who spoke Sunday afternoon at the 
Rush county chautauqua at Memor- 
al park. 


Civilization is cajising the human 


race to go backward, he reasoned, 
because it is making it easier for 
the weakling and the stupid man' to 
produce his kind, with the result thai 
the weaker and less proficient parl 
is perpetuating itself. 


"A man sai'd after 
hearing my 


lecture," 
declared 
Mr. 
Wiggam 


"that I was a short range optimist 
and a long range pessimist, but 
disagreed with him, because I be- 
lieve there is a way out." 


"I believe," he added, "that man 


can build a civilization that is not 
upside down, so that .intelligent men 
will be able to multiply their 
kind 


and the stupid man will be put at ;i 
disadvantage 
in 
producing 
his 


kind." 


During the latter part of his lec- 


ture, Mr. Wis^am referred 
to 
the 


controversy between science and re- 
igion. 


"Some say science is leading a- 


way from religion." he said, "but I 
say it can't be done. Religion, is 
man's emotional attitude toward the 
universe in which 
he 
lives 
and 


science is"an intellectual understand- 
ingj>f the universe in which he lives 


"The bigger man's universe 
an'1 


:he 'l>etter his understanding of the 
universe, the more deeply religions 
he will be. 


"Science has made true, morality 


and righteousness possible because 
it has taught how to interpret th. 
Bible. The endless 
discovery 
of 


science is the only way in which met 
can become practical 
co-workers 


with God. That alone is religion." 


"To build a world that is biologi- 


cally true is eugenics," the speaker 
asserted. "It mean* men shnll 
or- 


ganize to build civilization that will 
force the human race upward instead 
of forcing 
the 
race 
biologically 


downward." 


Mr. Wiggam said he did 'not want 


anyone to leave the building 
with 


the belief, that he said that environ- 
ment was not a determining factor 
in life. He had previouslv said that 
heredity was the chief determining 
factor in any life. Environment, he 
averted, determines the very direc- 
tion of heredity itself. . 


"If worship of physical beauty 


will change the verv anatomy," as 
he^ showed it 
would bv 
examples 


'from historv. "then worship of mor- 
al beauty will do the same," he 
pointed out.

Report of Noted Economist Relates 


Inside Story of $220 Price on 


Wheat During War 


ALWAYS BLA&ED ON HOOVER 


Washington, Aug. 17—(U.R)—After 


eight years of silence, Herbert Hoo- 
ver has at last come forward with 
the inside story of the fixing of the 
price of wheat; at :f2.20 per bushel 
during ihe war. 


The tale, which is. unfolded in a 


foreword to a final report on the ac- 
tivities of the United States Grain 
Corporation prepared by Dr. Frank 
M. Surface, economist, ,is 
amazing 


in that'it discloses:— 


1. That the Allies had combined in! 


1917 to buy wheat from 
Americai 


farmers at not more than .fj.50 pe 
bushel. 


2. That instead of being deprivei 


of huge war time profits by the gov- 
ernment's intervention, as the farm 
crs have believed ever since, thei 
actually were 
saved from 
"com 


plete -disaster" which menaced them 


• unsuspecting in the 
Allies' 
agree 


meiit. 


3. That Hoover himself had 
ut> 


part in fixing-the .*2.20 price. 


Most significant, perhaps, is

last disclosure. In

years since the war. 
Hoover

animous hostility of Anierieau farm- 
ers for his supposed
